If  a  Howard  alumnus  were  to  come  back  to 
school  for  some  post  graduate  work,  he  would 
find  that  the  Freshman  class  is  quite  different 
from  what  it  was  when  he  entered.  In  one 
way,  Freshman  classes  never  change.  There 
is  always  that  awe  of  the  new  surroundings, 
and  the  admiration  with  which  upper  semester, 
pupils  are  viewed.

This  year  has  heen  one  of  constant  adjust- 
ments for  bewildered  hut  aspiring  sophomores. 
First,  they  had  to  become  accustomed  to  the 
new  dignity  that  was  theirs  because  of  ad- 
vancement in  courses.  They  gradually  ceased 
their  habit  of  jumping  whenever  upperclass- 
men  let  loose  with  an  authoritative,  "Fresh- 
man!" They  even  attempted  a  few  times  to 
exercise  some  authority  of  their  own  and  if 
they  seemed  to  enjoy  it.  can  you  blame  them? 
Also,  a  large  number  of  the  familiar  faces  of 
friends  were  missing  but  there  were  a  lot  of 
new  faces  to  take  their  places.  These  new 
friends  included  boys  who  entered  Howard  in 
the  Navy  V-12  program.  Surely  someone  no- 
ticed a  few  sophomores  exercising  their  priv- 
ilege to  sit  under  Sherman  Oak  now  that 
thev  were  no  longer  freshmen. 
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Dreaming  with  the  Seniors 


Gather  around  ye  little  ones,  while  we  turn  back 
the  moulded  yellow  pages  of  history  to  the  annals 
of  the  class  of  '44.  Yep,  them  was  the  good  old 
days,  back  in  '44  .  .  .  three  hour  exams,  absence  ex- 
cuses, and  that  wonderful  accelerated  program.  .  . 
The  June  class  of  '44,  it  says  here,  was  composed  of 
38  members  .  .  .  some  of  whom  started  to  college 
at  one  time,  some  at  another,  some  at  places  other 
than  Howard,  some  not.     Rut  they  all  started. 

Remember  back  in  the  Fall  of  '41  when  most  of  the 
class  launched  on  their  college  careers.  Mr.  Guen- 
ther  and  Milton  Pope  got  you  all  fixed  up  as  to  your 
schedule,  after  you  had  spent  long  hot  days  in  psy- 
chological and  English  exams,  administered  by  dear 
old  Dr.  Lovegren.  You  had  to  do  things  with  num- 
bers and  words  and  figures,  then  you  had  to  write  a 
theme,  remember  ?  Then  when  you  were  so  worn 
out  you  couldn't  hold  up  your  head,  you  were  coralled 
into  the  dining  room  at  Renfro  to  be  guests  of  the 
college  at  lunch. 

It  was  a  good  football  season,  the  Fall  of  '41,  and 
good  that  it  was,  too,  for  it  was  the  last  civilian 
team,  so  far.  The  Crimson,  under  the  editorship  of 
Anne  Scanneley,  issued  an  extra  when  the  decision 
to  drop  football  was  reached. 

You  registered  over  in  the  gym  with  the  sympa- 
thetic aid  of  such  profs  as  Dr.  Brakefield,  Dr.  Wil- 
son, Willie  Hull,  Miss  Dunham,  Dr.  True,  Dr.  Moore. 
Dr.  Daviston,  et  cetra.  Then  classes,  classes  and 
more  classes.  Two  and  three  years  of  them.  In  the 
meantime,  there  was  that  memorable  day,  on  Dec. 
7,  when  classes  gave  way  to  news  broadcasts,  with 
few  of  us  realizing  all  that  it  meant.  One  by  one 
they  left,  our  classmates.  Many  of  whom  would 
have  been  here  tonight. 

July  1,  1943 — The  Navy  came.  The  Navy,  with 
Rebels  and  Yankees  alike  and  plenty  of  'em.  We 
didn't  know  just  what  it's  be  like  at  first  but  within 
a    couple    of    weeks,    the    advantages    of    having    250 


gobs  around  stuck  out  like  a  sore  thumb.  The  dis- 
advantages were  few — the  girls  were  hardest  hit  in 
having  to  give  up  their  beloved  Smith  Hall  but  then 
again  they  enjoyed  having  so  many  males  around. 
Renfro's  clan  of  preachers  had  no  trouble  in  finding 
quarters  elsewhere  and  were  quite  cheerful  about  it. 

Berry  Field  became  a  beehive  as  the  future  officers 
toughened  up  and  civilians  with  them.  Assembly  pro- 
grams were  canceled  for  several  weeks  while  the 
old  chapel,  filled  with  tradition  but  more  so  with  de- 
cay, underwent  a  facelifting.     And  so  it  went. 

Between  those  lines  of  history  were  personalities  of 
varied  tones.  Many  of  the  class  members  took  the 
fatal  steps  toward  the  altar  in  the  meantime.  Oscar 
Lee  Hurtt  wooed  and  won  Florrie  Thompson ; 
Juanita  Milam  added  Kaylor  to  her  legal  name : 
John  Jeffers  too  to  wed  a  wife  who  was  somewhat 
his  junior  in  size;  Frances  Duke  was  elected  treas- 
urer of  the  class  but  preferred  to  manage  the  fi- 
nances for  Ens.  James  Sharman,  to  whom  she  was 
married  in  April ;  Martha  Patterson  chose  exam 
week  for  her  wedding  to  Ens.  Edfeldt,  but  it  was 
worth  it,  declares  she :  but  others  who  weren't  get- 
ting married  were  doing  things.  Ruth  Allen  got 
a  job  selling  books  at  Loveman's  and  spent  her  time 
chanting  "I'm  working  my  way  through  a  magazine, 
would  you  like  to  buy  a  college?"  Martha  Kate  An- 
derson got  herself  accepted  as  a  student  dietitian  at 
a  Carolina  hospital ;  Jean  Buchanan  decided  to  come 
back  to  old  Hard  to  get  an  edication  after  she  gets 
her  sheepskin.  Harry  Charles  got  himself  engaged 
to  a  redhead  from  U.  of  A.,  Cecil  Culverhouse  made 
plans  to  attend  Union  Theological  Seminary :  Doug- 
las Davidson  courted  two  gals  at  once  and  took 
Greek  and  German :  Thomas  Franklin  and  Nellie 
Friel  were  seen  together  everywhere ;  Ef ro  Gatsis 
became  president  of  oddles  of  organizations  and  re- 
mained in  love  with  Aleck;  Clayton  Gilbert  made  a 
place    for   himself    in   the   dramatics    department   and 
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as  the  most  accommodating  soul  on  the  campus ; 
Mary  Gilliland  became  president  of  Hypatia  and  was 
squired  around  by  Preacher  Potts ;  Wendell  Givens 
was  the  campus  wit ;  Margene  Graham  became  an 
instructor  of  student  nurses  at  a  local  hospital ;  Mar- 
tha Hagood  made  plans  for  medical  school  and  got 
herself  engaged  to  Davis  Weaver;  Fred  Halbrooks 
kept  busy  slinging  hash  in  the  co-op  and  singing 
songs  in  the  Glee  Club :  John  Higdon  spent  his 
mornings  practice  teaching  at  Woodlawn  High 
School :  Carolyn  Epperson  became  Carolyn  Lay 
and  president  of  B.  S.  O.;  Norman  Love- 
gren  spent  his  waking  hours  when  not  in  the 
science  hall,  with  Lvda  Wilson,  brunette  of  the  treas- 
urer's office ;  Dan  Lowrey  the  class  intellect,  courted 
Renah  Claire  Pittman ;  Mary  Alice  Lucius  grew 
more  and  more  like  Hedy  Latnarr :  while  Sara  Mc- 
Neill edited  the  first  Crimson  published  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Scuttlebutt :  Jane  Mathews  was  squired 
around  by  John  Westbrook ;  Louise  Parker  capti- 
vated R.  Gaddy  in  three  dates ;  but  handsome  Mar- 
gis  Robinson  kept  foot-loose  and  fancy  free ;  Glenna 
Sherrer  kept  studying  to  be  a  super-cook  deluxe ; 
while  Ernest  Wheeler  plugged  away  on  his  Greek 
lessons :  Jane  Claire  Wood  took  up  Iter  abode  with 
the  A.  D.  Pi's  and,  like  Katherine  Wrenn  signed 
up  for  signal  corps  work  in  the  post-diploma  world : 
and  Robert  Wooddy  maintained  his  seat  in  the  stu- 
dent council  and  his  place  on  the  basket-ball  team. 
These  are  some  of  the  things  that  happened  to  some 
of  the  people.  We  all  complained  .  .  .  said  that  the 
school  was  coming  to  a  pretty  pass  .  .  .  that  this  was 
the  sorriest  dump  for  a  college  in  America  .  .  .  but 
we  swelled  with  pride  on  Founders  Day  and  other 
special  occasions,  and  just  let  anyone  else  say  un- 
flattering things  about  the  Howard  College,  and  we 
were  quick  to  spring  to  its  defense.  We  have  seen 
Howard  in  peace  and  at  war ;  and  there's  no  ques- 
tion but  that  the  peace  time  Howard  is  the  better, 
that  football  boys  in  blue  and  red  leather  jackets  are 
more  to  everyone's  liking  than  military  men  in  uni- 
forms. But  our  times  have  been  but  a  necessary 
interlude,  and  others  will  come  who  will  know  the 
leisurely  joys  of  campusology  in  an  unhurried  sched- 
ule— cokes  in  the  co-op  with  crowds  of  people  and 
conversation  about  silly  things  .  .  .  and  graduation 
classes  with  an  equal  number  of  males  and  females. 
That  is  the  real  Howard.  But  as  we  take  our  places 
with  the  alums,  let  us  defend  Howard  with  all  that 
is  in  us — my  college,  right  or  wrong,  my  college ! 


Tt's  much  more  enjoyable  to  remember  personali- 
ties. 

Such  as  Margis  Robinson,  who  could  lteve  put 
Romeo  to  shame  but  instead  studied  his  chemistry 
and  physics  and  became  a  quite  promising  fellow. 
And  he'll  change  the  promise  into  substance,  too,  in 
the  not  far  distant   future. 

Louise  Parker,  the  petite  little  cutie  in  the  treas- 
urer's office  who  made  it  a  pleasure  to  pay  bills  .  .  . 
Jane  Murphy,  another  of  the  same  description,  who 
thrived  on  popularity  but  who  nevertheless  was  among 


the  scholastically  select.  .  .  John  Higdon,  a  proud 
papa  twice  in  college,  a  preacher  who  wasn't  in- 
clined piously  but  one  who  will  leave  the  world  a 
better  place  for  having  been  in  it  because  he  couldn't 
make  an  enemy  if  he  tried.  .  .  Fred  Halbrooks,  who 
among  other  things,  could  be  tenor  in  anybody's 
quartet. 

Lewis  Marler  and  Billy  Stephenson,  an  insepar- 
able pair  on  the  football  field,  on  the  campus  and  in 
the  pulpit.  Not  meaning  they  were  Siamese,  just 
buddies.  .  .  Margaret  Ward,  a  peach  of  a  girl  in 
looks,  likeability  and  anything.  .  .  Clayton  Gilbert, 
who  always  found  time  to  do  something  for  someone 
else.  .  .  Harry  Charles  and  Dan  Lowery,  science  hall 
bugs  no  less ;  a  couple  of  guys  who'll  rise  fast  in  the 
professional  field. 

Bette  Houlditch,  with  journalistic  ambition  that 
should  pay  off.  .  .  Sue  Patrick,  iill-of-all-trades  and 
good  at  all  of  them.  .  .  Robert  Wooddy,  the  likeable 
preacher  who  hid  well  his  intensive  like  of  girls — 
until  his  final  year.  .  .  Betty  Davis,  the  president's 
daughter,  who  loved  and  married  a  guy  named  Joe. 
.  .  .  Y.  L.  Anthony,  who  spent  his  junior  year  as  a 
go-between  for  sweethearts,  then  joined  the  latter  in 
his  senior  year. 

Herman  Cobb,  who  alwavs  talked  politics  for  ev- 
ery one  else  and  overlooked  himself.

Oscar  Lee  Hurtt,  who  had  promising  lean- 
ings chemically.  .  .  Joe  Bill  Knowles,  a  scholar  of 
Trident  quality.  .  .  Katherine  Wrenn,  rather  quiet, 
pretty  smart  and  very  popular.  .  .  Paul  Kluge,  a  fel- 
low who  enjoyed  his  associations  on  the  campus 
to  the  fullest  and  was  enjoyed  to  the  same  extent. 

Oh,  don't  misunderstand :  we  aren't  trying  to  por- 
tray seniors  as  faultless,  lovable  angels.  .  .  But  they 
are  a  heckuva  nice  crowd  to  know.
